then. The organization has 
packed and shipped over 
10,600 boxes overseas to date. 
Cimaglia estimates that the 
organization has spent 
$100,000 thus far. Averaging 25 
to 30 boxes a week, amount- 
ing to $600 to $800 in postage, 
the output increases dramati- 
cally in November and 
December for holiday related 
shipments, costing $10,000. 
The group ships to APO and 
FPO addresses on the east 
and west costs and the pack- 
ages are placed on military 
transports and shipped over- 


seas, 

“T think people will be blown 
away by how much these 
packages mean to these guys 
and girls,” said Cimaglia. 


Local Heroes also takes care 
of families here at home that 
have a loved one serving 
overseas by paying for a tank 
of heating oil, paying an elec- 
tric bill, or even repairing 
items around the house.

One-room schoolhouses 
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dents from Shawsheen Tech 
about four years ago. 

Smack dab in the center of 
town, facing the Common, is 
the Fourth of July Building, 
which was once the Center 
School. For many years it was 
the Wilmington Public 
Library. 

A little more off the beaten 
path, on Chestnut Street, is 
the old South School. Mrs. 
Eames, then Miss Lena Shaw, 
taught there in the early 
1900s. Fifty years ago, it was 
known as the Skating Club, 
with a nice rink in back. Now 
it is the Wilmington 
Community Fund Food Bank. 

The old East School, at the 
corner of Federal and Woburn 
streets, is a private residence. 

That’s four — West, South, 
East and’Center. 

The North School, which 
was on Salem Street at the 
corner of Ballardvale Street, 
was torn down in the 1960s, to 
make way for the North 
Intermediate School. In the 
1930s, special classes were 
held there, and the teacher 
bought a $5 Model T Ford for 
the students to work on. They 
would take it apart, and once 
they had put it back together, 
they would drive it around in 
the large field adjacent to the 
school. 

That school was painted red 
after Caleb Harriman donat- 
ed the paint. He just wanted 
to see the “little red school- 
house” down the street. He 
lived in the large colonial 
house on Salem Street, facing 
Middlesex Avenue. 

There is one other old 
schoolhouse in town. Not 
being on its original site, 
nobody has realized it was a 
schoolhouse. This building 
was the old, old North School, 
and was moved, probably 
about 1889. It was replaced by 
the North School, which then 
stood on the site for about 75 


years. 
That schoolhouse became a 
private residence in North 
Wilmington Center. It is still 
there today, next to Elia’s 


Patréne, Christopher T.

Store. It is now the VFW 
(Veterans of Foreign Wars) 
clubhouse. 

The story of that school- 
house was found in a 1952 
issue of the Wilmington 
Crusader, in a column written 
by Paul Emmons, a lawyer 
and historian. He told of a 
couple of houses in North 
Wilmington that had been 
moved. 

Emmons wrote: “Rodney 
Buck’s house (439 Middlesex 
Ave.) came into being about 
this time. Originally it was a 
carpenter shop on a corner of 
the Hamlen (Krey) place on 
Andover Street, belonging to 
Emma_ Buck’s __ brothers, 
Frank and Ed Hamlen. They 
were carpenters, and after 
their sister married Bert 
Buck, they moved it down to 
its present location and con- 
verted it into a home for her.” 

“A little later, the Gallagher 
house was moved off the 
Coombs place to its present 
location on Mystic Avenue. 
Moving buildings around 
seemed to be one of the prin- 
cipal outdoor sports in the 
early days of North 
Wilmington. The house next 
to the North Wilmington Post 
Office, where Warren Carter 
lived for so many years, was 
originally the old North 
School, standing on the site of 
the present building at the 
corner of Salem Street and 
Ballardvale Road.” 
(“Present” refers to the build- 
ing torn down in 1964.) 

One hundred years ago, the 
former schoolhouse was the 
home of W.W. Carter, who was 
the postmaster and station 
agent in the North 
Wilmington railroad station. 
Much later, it was the home of 
Norman Craik. 

The Carters owned the busi- 
ness that is now run as Elia’s 
Country Store. They sold it to 
Herbert Buck, whose son 
Rodney ran the store for a 
half-century. He sold the store 
to John and Mike Elia in 1956. 
The Elias bought the old 
schoolhouse after the death of 
Norman Craik, 30 years ago.

Girls Hoop team goes from one 
win to sectional semi-finals

WOBURN - Just being in 
the game was something. 
Although they were never in 
the game, they were still in 
the game. 

Starting out 1-6, only to win 
12-of-their-next 15 games, to 
knock off the fourth and fifth 
seed, and stand on the 
Woburn Gymnasium floor as 
the 12th seed taking on the 
No. 1 seed, certainly should 
say everything about the 
accomplishments of this 
year’s Wilmington High 
School Girls Basketball team. 

Again starting out ‘1-6, the 
Wildcats went 12-4 over its 
last 16 games, including los- 
ing 68-43 to a powerful 
Melrose squad in the Division 
2 North Sectional Semi-finals 
played Tuesday night at 
Woburn High School. 

“To get this far with these 
girls is unbelievable and this 
has been a tremendous sea- 
son for us,” said head coach 
Jay Keane. “I keep saying 
this but we were 1-6 and on 
the verge of not even making 
the tournament, and we fin- 
ished 13-10 knocking off the 
number four and five seed, 
and here tonight playing the 
number one seed.” 

While the amazing thing is 
this run is the second longest 
run of any Wildcat team in 
history — three years ago the 
team reached the Division 3 
sectional final -- the better 
part to it all'is that this past 
week, the Wildcats pulled out 
upsets over No. 5 seed 
Winchester and No. 4 seed 
Latin Academy, all with one 
senior in the starting line-up, 
and all after starting out 1-6. 

And the four teams 
Wilmington lost two in the 
home stretch - Pentucket (23- 
0), Masconomet (15-9), 
Arlington Catholic (18-4) and 
Melrose (19-3) — have a com- 
bined record of 75-16, and 
three of those teams are still 
chasing down a state champi- 
onship title. 

If Melrose continues to play 
the rest of the tournament 
like it did in the first quarter 
on Tuesday, it will be very 
easy to figure out which team 
will win the Division 2 
Championship trophy. 

-“It was like a wave came in 
thé first quarter and we 
couldn’t stop it,” said Keane. 
“They were throwing them off 
the backboard ... we knew 
they could pass, we knew they 
were big and strong. We set- 
tled down but it was a little 
too late. We've never given up 
30.points in a quarter - we 
hold teams to 40 points in 


games, 

“They are a good team and 
that’s why they are the num- 
ber one seed. We knew it was 
going to be a physical battle, 
and we just had trouble get- 
ting of our offense going. 
They forced some turnovers, 
they capitalized on those and 
they played really well.” 

Melrose’s top three players, 
Hannah Buckley, Colleen 
Hanscom and Siena 
Mamayek combined to score 
all but four of the team’s 41 
first half points, and ended up 
combining for 51 points on the 
night led by Buckley, who fin- 
ished with a game high 24. 
The three of them nailed 
almost every shot they took in 
the first half, and seemed to 
be open every time a Melrose 
player had the ball. 

“They were really aggres- 
sive on the offensive boards,” 
said Keane about the defen- 
sive breakdowns. “What 
would happen is if one of our 
girls got beat, one tries to 
recover, and then we would 
give up the weak side. We 
talked at halftime about try- 
ing to make a run in the third 
quarter and everytime we 
did, they came back and hit a 
big hoop. 

“We wanted to keep them 
outside because we knew they 
would be pounding the ball 
inside, Buckley hit what two 
threes right away, and we 
wanted to keep her outside 


shoot, too. I don’t know where 
she is going to school next 
year but that’s a player right 
there.” 

Melrose had a small 9-6 lead 
just under three minutes into 
the game, connecting on a 
pair of treys, while, Wildcat 
senior Amy Fahey had all 
three field goals to that point.

Wakefield-

4.4 miles beginning near Galvin Middle 
School in Wakjefield continuing through 
Lynnfield to Peabody town line

major recreational project within the Middlesex 
East region is scheduled to receive state funding to 
support its design, after years of work by local offi- 
cials. 

News has come out in recent weeks that Governor Deval 
Patrick is moving forward with funding to support the design of 
a multi-use trail on the former Boston and Maine Railroad cor- 
ridor in the Middlesex East communities of Wakefield and 
Lynnfield. 

While residents of these towns are very familiar with the 
project, residents of neighboring cities and towns may not have 
heard much about the proposal, which has been in the planning 
stages for years now. The following is an overview of the plans, 
discussed on a very broad level, along with an update on the 
state funding aspect of the proposal. 

This first stage of the project will design a multi-use path 
along 4.4 miles beginning near Galvin Middle School on Main 
Street in Wakefield and continuing through Lynnfield and the 
Reedy Meadow to the Peabody town line. The path will connect 
residential neighborhoods, commercial and recreational areas, 
schools, the Reedy Meadow National Natural Landmark, and 
the MBTA station in Wakefield. 

‘The Massachusetts Department of Transportation is sched- 
uled.to-work-with-the communities of Wakefield and Lynnfield 
to initiate the funding and develop the necessary parameters 
for the project design. Community officials are working with 
the MBTA, rail corridor owners, on a long term lease. 

“Recently we have seen major progress in one of the most 
important projects to enhance the quality of life and create jobs 
for the residents of Wakefield and Lynnfield,” writes 
Representative Mark Falzone, who represents precinct 2 of the 
town of Lynnfield in the county of Essex and precincts 1, 2 and 
7, of the town of Wakefield, in the county of Middlesex. “The 
state is now releasing the full $500,000 which, with my encour- 
agement, was placed in the Transportation Bond Bill. As a 
member of the House Committee on Bonding, Capital 
Expenditures and State Assets, I ensured that these significant 
and critically needed state funds were included for Wakefield 
and Lynnfield, and I am very pleased to see their release by the 
Governor, The entire legislative delegation for both towns 
should be proud of our teamwork together to get this mission 
accomplished. 

“This rail-to-trail path, which provides a linear park for the 
enjoyment of all ages, will be a major new amenity for our 
towns and will enhance our quality of life in a number of ways 
as well as providing local jobs for those employed to design and 
construct the trail,” continues Falzone in a recent release. “For 
our residents who hike and bike along the trail, it will provide 
the opportunity for healthy recreation and exercise. As a long- 
time member of the Legislature’s Rails-to-Trials Caucus, I also 
know that the opportunities provided by a growing network of 
Massachusetts trails will enable us to fight back against traffic 
congestion and volatile energy prices. The success of many 
similar trails augurs well for the success here in our towns, a 
success that comes from the activism and efforts over many 
years of so many of our neighbors and local officials as well as 
our legislators. Both town officials and grassroots citizens of 
Wakefield and Lynnfield have much to be proud of as this 
important project moves forward.” 

According to the initial feasibility study for the project, “The 
Wakefield/! Rail Trail corridor is the southern section 
of the former Newburyport Railroad that connected Wakefield

to Newburyport. It is important to note that this corridor con- 
nects, via Peabody and Danvers, to the Border to Boston Trail, 
a proposed, 30-mile rail trail (or shared use path) linking eight 
Essex County communities - Danvers, Wenham, Topsfield, 
Boxford, Georgetown, Newbury, Newburyport and Salisbury, 
Massachusetts. As envisioned, this trail will connect areas of 
cultural, economic, social and natural significance along the 
multi-community corridor and provide a non-motorized trans- 
portation alternative for residents, workers and tourists of all 
ages and abilities.” 

The proposed Wake: Rail Trail extends from 
the Galvin Middle School in Wakefield north to the 

‘Town Line, a distance of approximately 4.4 
miles. Approximately 1.9 miles of the trail is located within 
Wakefield and 2.5 miles in Lynnfield. 

As the proposed end of the trail is at Galvin Middle School in 
Wakefield, the section of abandoned railroad corridor between 
Bennett Street and the active Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority (MBTA) commuter rail will not be 
used. 

The proposed trail follows the former Boston & Maine

Police, family of Dec. 30 
someone wi.

READING - Like most 
people on December 30, 
Lawrence D. Davis, known as 
“Larry ” around town, was 
likely tossing around thoughts 
in his head regarding what 
the upcoming year had in 
store for him. 

_ It’s safe to say that what 
happened to him after he 
stepped off the curb in 
Reading Square that night 
never occurred to him. 

, Around 9:45 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Davis, 59 (he will 
furn 60 on March 10) was 
struck by a hit-and-run driver 
in a crosswalk as he was 
attempting to cross Main 
Street from the upper 
Common to the lower 
Common, near Salem Street. 

Davis was thrown about 50 
feet, with his shoes landing in 
a hedge near the front of the 
condominiums at the head of 
Salem Street, suffering seri- 
ous injuries that will take 
months to recover from. 
"The driver fled the scene, 
likely headed north on Main 
Street towards North 
Reading. 

A large, light colored 
sedan, last seen travelling 
north on Main St, may have 
been involved. The vehicle 
left no debris behind but may 
have front bumper, hood, or 
possible windshield damage 
as a result of the collision. 

Due to the lack of evidence 
at the scene, and a lack of wit- 
nesses, Reading police are 
hoping that someone who 
may have seen the accident 
occur will come forward and 
help by offering key pieces of 
evidence, 

“We have two witnesses 
that night, but one of the wit- 
hesses was about 200 yards 
behind the vehicle the struck 
Davis,” said Reading 
Detective Derek Holmes, the 
lead investigator on the case. 
“The description we have is of 
a large white sedan. The sec- 
ond description we have is of 
a small dark vehicle, so we 
couldn’t have more opposite 
descriptions, We’ve checked 
the Square for any cameras, 
but we haven’t come up with

any yet, and we're really hop- 
ing someone from the com- 
munity who may know some- 
thing will come forward with 
information.” 

Davis is a longtime resi- 
dent of Reading, living with 
his brothers on Tamarack 
Road. The accident has left 
him with severe injuries, and 
he is currently in the 
Spaulding Rehab Center try- 
ing to recover fromm them. 

Davis graduated from high 
school in 1968, and earned his 
Eagle Scout award, and 
remained heavily involved in 
the local scouting program 
before the accident. 

He is trained as a analyti- 
cal chemist, and was working 
to develop pharmaceuticals. 

The accident left him with 
severe brain injuries, as well 
as several broken bones. He is 
still unable to walk, but is 
able to move around using a 
wheelchair, and can recognize 
his brothers and communi- 
cate with them. 

His brother Wayne has a 
message for the driver, if they 
see this article, 

“It’s understandable, when 
something like this happens 
at night, that someone would 
get scared and the reaction is 
to leave,” said Wayne Davis. 
“But no one died. You don’t 
have to come in alone. Talk 
with someone, and come in 
and talk with the police.” 

“The Square was really 
busy that time of year, with 
local kids home from school, 
so we're hoping someone saw 
something,” said Holmes.
